Ahe Noble and moſt po⸗ 
tent Pꝛince of Scotland, 
was bozne in the Cattle 
of Striueling vpon Cuel⸗ 
3 19, date of Fe- 
— 1594. vpon ulld 
occaſion the fas 
jieftie, ſent fo2 the nob j 
or his Lande, and to all 
Jide capital Burrowes 
thereof, to haue che ir ads 
5 aide, bow he ſhould pꝛo⸗ 
185 Qs lcd fo the due ſolemni- 
zation of his Royal bap- 
tilme, and «bat Pꝛinces be ſhould ſend to: When they were 
all compeired with great diligence and godwill, be p2opo, 
ned vnto them, that it was neceſarie ts direct out k Amballa⸗ 
doꝛs to France, England, Denmarke, the Low- countries, the 
Duke of Brunſnicke his bzother in Lawe, and to the Duke 
of Magdleburgh, the Queenes Paleſties Grandfather, and 
to ſuch other pꝛinces as ſhould be thoght expedient. Likwiſe 
ky tqught {be Caſtle of Striuiling, the moſte conuenient 
in Steen or reſidence of this molt noble 4 mightie Pzince, 
reſpea chat he was bozne the te: Ag allo, it was neceſſary, 
Pile ori pzeparation might be made foz the Ambaſſa- 
dozs that ſhoulp be Jt to came, ſoꝛ honor of the Crown. 
and gauntxie cauſe the chappell Roy; 
au was ruino 3 fe con = Foe olde <a 
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frt daies of the 1 fundzit times delated.

pell ould be vtterlie raſed, and a new ereued in the fame 
place, chat ſhould be moze large, long and glozions, to en- 
tertain the great number of ſtrangers expected. Theſe pꝛo⸗ 
poſitions at length conſidered, they all with a fre volunta 
rie deliberation, granted vnto his mateſtie, the ſumme of 
anhundzetb thouſarid pounds money of Scotland. Then 
was there ambaſſadozs eleced, to paſſe into France, Eng- 
land, Denmarke, the Low countries, and other places befoze 
mentioned, tho were all diſpatched with ſucherpedition, 

their Legacies tokſuch wiſhed effea; that firſt there came 
twoe famons men from the kinge of Denmarke, the ons 
'CHRISTIanNvs BERNExoOvy, the other Sr EN IO BNA, 
theſe came to Leith the 16. of Iuly, The next date after them 

came Ab Au vs CRVS IVS, ambaſſadoz fo2 the Duke of 

Brunſyvick, and Io a curimvs BAS SsEVITIVs, ambaſſas 
doꝛ foꝛ the Duke of Magdelburgh, tho is Grandfather to 
the noble Pzinceffe Anne, by the grace ot God Queene ol 


Scotland. Thirdlie,the third day of Auguſt, there came am ⸗ 


baſado2s from the States of Holland and Zeland, the Bar- 
ron of Braderod, and the treaſurer of Zeland, called Jacobus 
Falklus. | | 

There was alfoa Noble mandireced from England, ta 
wit; che Earle of Cumberland, tho enen then de had pze-, 
paredhtmſelferichlie ndhonourablie, in all reſpectsTs; 
vopage to come into Scotland, and diuers noble men and 
Gentlemen of renowne, pꝛepated and commanded fo2 his 
honoꝛable conuoy, Jt pleaſed God to viſit him with lücke⸗ 
nelle: and in that reſpec another Noble man was choſen to 
ſupplie his place, vhic was the Earle of Suſſex, c. And 
he in confideration of his ſhazt and vnerſpeded aduertiſe⸗ 
ment, made luch diligence in his voyage, and magnificence 
fo: his owne perſon and honourable connoy,as was Howugbht 
rare and rich by all men: whereby it lell dut, that betwirte 
che fickneſle of the one Noble man and the hatte pzeparat i 
on of the other, the time was ſo farre ſpent, that the rd oa |

and the Ambaſſadoꝛs of Raunen ee ant Magdel- 
burgh, were feared to be hindered in their vojage by the fea, 
by reaſon of the nere appzoching of the Winter : thep deſt- 
red dailie of the. kinges Paien in, during their remaming 
in Edinburgh, to haue Que ma dap ta he nominate and 
certemlie kept, chat inumnediatlie-thereafter ey might bee 
diſpatched, hich he granted at ast, although be had di⸗ 
ners great impediments ts the contrarie, The firſt was, 


becauſc the Chappell royall and Caſtle of Striuiling, was not 
fullie compleat in all ſuch neceſſaxies is was requiſits, al- 
though be had the ſupplis ol the, greateſt number of Artift- 
cers in che uh re, of all craftes fo 
that ſeruice,and his Paiglties owne perſon dailte ouerſeer, 
with large and liber all paiment : but the cherfeſt canſe, was 
the long abſence of an-AmbaClaoz. from England, thicy his 
Paigſtie greatli roſpeaedfo2 many cauits. And laſt ef all, 
epean that ſom ambaſtadoꝛ ſhuld haus cum tram France, 

fell not out as was loked ſo. But uhen the ambaſadoz 
tame fromEngland to Edinburgh,fozthwithhis mate ſt ie diſ- 
patched one of "the Gentlemen of his bighnes chamber, to 
requeſt him ta repaire towards Sriuling the nert dap with 
al poſſible diligence(ubic was the 23.of Auguſt)berauſe bee 
would haue had the baptiſme admintſtred the day folowing, 
But neither wer the Pꝛopines ſent by the Nucene of Eng- 
land, neicher her ambaſſado2s owne cariages as chen come: 
therefoze the Baptiſme was delated yntulche z o. day ol Au- 
guſt, as pe ſhall heare particularlie hereaſter. 

But in the means time, it is to be vnderſtod,that all theſe - 
noble ambaſladoꝛs befoze expꝛeſled, were honozablte ſuftat - 
ned vpon the Kings Paieſties owne pꝛoper coſtes, during 
the thole time of heir reſidence in Scotland, (ane anctic the 


unhalipde; of England haſp.ohele expenthsr were were defrated 
by his Souereign the Nucene of England And becauſe the 


reſt of þ — — raue e inder 
leſfies directſor ang ö

The kings Paieffte,purpoſing fur ther to decoꝛe by mag 
nificence this action , committed the charge thereof to the 
Load of Lendores, and maiſter William Fowler, tho by cht ir 
trauels, diligence, and inuention, bought it to that perfeai⸗ 
on, dchich the ſhoztnes of time and other conſiderations could 
permit. So they hauing conſulted togither, concluded that 
thoſe exerciſes, that were tobe ved fo2 decoꝛation of that ſo⸗ 
lemnitte, were to bee deulded both in flelde paſtimes, with 
martiall and heroicall exploites;and in houſholde, with rare 
ſhewes and ſingular innentions, 

The Feld to be vſed at two ſencrall dates: the firſf to be 
of thee Turks, thze Chiiſfian linights of Malta, thꝛee Ama- 
zons, and thꝛee Poꝛes. But by reaſon of the abſence, oꝛ at 
the leaf, the vncertaine pꝛeſence of the th: laſt Gentle- 
men, ubo ſhould haue ſuſtained theſe perſonages, it was 
fhonght god, chat che number of chat maſke ſhoulde confiſf 
of nine Adoꝛs, nine Pages, and nine Lackies, which com⸗ 
ming krom ſundꝛie parts and at diuers times together wich 
the diuerſitie of their apparell, ſhould bzing ſome noueltie to 
the beholders. 

The place moſt expedient fo2 this action, was che valley 
neere the Caſfle, vhich being pꝛepared fo2 that purpoſe, both 
with Carter and Scaffold,after the comming of the Nneens 
Pateſtte, wich her honozable and gallant Ladies, togefher 
with the honourable Ambaſſadoꝛs, the flelde being beſet by 
the bꝛaue Yonkersof Edinburgh with their hagbuts, during 
the whole time of that paſtime. 

Then th:& chꝛiſtians entered the field with found of trum⸗ 
pet, cho were the kinges Paieſtie, the Earle of Mar, and 
ThomasErskine (gentleman of his Paieſftes chamber) cho 
made vp tis number. 

Altttle aftetfdflowed; 16 apparefied like frrks weft 
g02geouſlie attyꝛed: and theſe were the Duke of Lennox, the 
Jord Horne, and Sir Nobert Ker of Cesfurdeknight. *

as it he carried awate thermg . Fourthitt beſhatiets bis 
. Launce fall out of his hands, ts deniued ut all che reſt of bis 


courſes, Fiftlie, that enerie one ran wiſh losſe rams, and 
wich as much ſperd as his hoꝛſe hach. Sixtlie, chat none at 
ter his race, in vptaking of h ar vpon 
dis ſhonlder, vnder the paine of loſe of Mat abichþyer hath 


Launce vnder his arme, loſeth his conrſe. - Eightlte, that 
none vntill his thꝛæ courſes be ended, change his hoꝛſe, tf he 
be not hurt, o2 vppon ſome ather confiveration mooued to 
change him. Theſe Lawes being ſ&@ne and appzouedby the 
Acozs, the Queenes Pateſtic ſigni to them, that hee 
vho did run beit, ſhould haue foz his reward, a faire t a rich 
ring of Diamondes: and he alſo ho ou that ſame ſive, had 
beſt foztune in running he:fhonld:de. acknowledged with 
another as faire as the ſtrit. hereof being made, 
the vicozie fell to the Duke of Lennox ths bainging it to his 
ſide x partie, had the pꝛaiſe t pꝛiſe adiudged to himſelf;Thus 
the firſt daies paſtime was ended, with great contentmet to 
the beholders, t commendat ionot the perſons enterpzlſers. 

The lecond dates paſfime was ertenzed, by reaſon; that 
the arttzans were employed inother buſineffe, who honlde 
haue followed foozththat inuention ginen them: And ſeeing 
the grace of that exerciſe conſifted in Emboſſerie, and the 
Craftſmen apt foz the ſame,otherwiſe and fteceſſarilie bu- 
ſted, it was left off; Mhich ik it had bene bzonght toetfect, 
this countrey had not ſenc no2 pꝛattiſed a moꝛe rater: fo? 
vbat by the bzanery and ſtrauge opareli of the perſons them 
ſelues, t by the diuers ſhapes of the beaſtes, that ſhouid haue 
beene beam and bzoug ht there in fight, had biene commen- 
dable and wonderful : by reaſonthat ſuch beaſfes, as I pan, 
Elephant, hart, Anico me and he Griphon, together on

the Camel, Þpdze, Crocodile, and Dzagon(carrieng c ir 
riders) had carried alſo with it by the newneſſe of that in- 
uention , great contentment and commendation of that 
exerciſe, But 3 ſaie, ſome ariſing lets impeſhed this in⸗ 
nention : and all thinges were caſt off, that might haue far- 
ther decoꝛed this ſolemnitie, thzough other vꝛgent occaſt- 
ons. 

And vhen all the Ambaſadozs were conucned togither, 
and all neceſſarie materials readie, the Chappell Royall of 
the Caſtle of Striuiling was richlie hung with coſtite tape⸗ 
cries: And at the No2th-eaſt ende of the ſame, a ropall 
ſcat of Eſtate, pzepareo foz the kings ateſtie: And on his 
right hand, was ſct a faire wide chatte, with the dew oꝛna⸗ 
ments pertaining thereto, ouer vhich was ſet the armes of 
the king of France. 

Next the revnto was a pꝛincelie trauers of Crimoſon 
Taffata, foz the Ambaſſadoꝛ of England, and ouer his head 
the armes of England: on the deſke befozehim,lap a cuſhf- 
on of red veluct ; There ſtod attending on him two Gen⸗ 
tlemen Uſhers, appointed by the Querne of England, foz 
that pꝛeſent ſeruice. 5 

Next vnto him, ſate ꝙ. Robert Bowes, Ambaſſado2 o2- 
dinarie fo2 the Queene of England: On the deſke be foꝛe 
him, was laid a cloch of purple veluet, and a cuſhion ſute⸗ 
able che reunto. | 

Then ſat the Ambaſſadoꝛ of che noble pꝛince, Henricus 
Iulius, Duke of Brunſwick,and befoze him on the deſke was 
latde acloth of grene veluet, with a cuſhion of the ſamie: 
and ouer his head, the Armes of his pzince. 

Next vnto him, ſate the Ambaſſadozs of the Low Coun- 
tries, with a long faire cloth ſpꝛead on the deſke befa2e them 
dt blew veluet, and two cuſhions ſuteable therennto, and 
ouer cheir heads the armes of their Countries. 

On the kings left hande, was placed nereſt his Maie⸗ 
ſtie, che two Ambaſſadoꝛs of Denmark, with a large bꝛoade 
cloth ſpꝛead on the deſke beloꝛe them of purple veluet, and

A true Reportarie of the Baptiſme 
the armes of Denmarke oner their heads. 

Pert vnto the in ſate the ambaCado2 of the noble pꝛince 
Vdalricus Duke of Magdelburgh, with his pꝛinces armes 
ouer his head. 

In the midſt of the chappell Ropall within the partition, 
where the kings maieſtie, the ambaſſads;s,and pzince with 
his conuop were placed, che re was a ne we pulpit ereded: 
The ſame was richlie hung with cloth of gold: all the paue 
ment within thts partition, was pꝛince- like laide with fine 
tapeſtrie. 

Under the pulpit was another deſke, chere in ſate in the 
middeſf, P. Dauid Cunninghame, Biſhop of Abirdene, P. 
Dauid Lindeſay, iniſter of Leyth, and Iohn Duncanſon, 
one of the oꝛdinarie miniſters to the kinges Maieſtie: be- 
foꝛe ſchome was ſette a Table, couered with peallow vel, 
uet. 

And then all chinges were in readineſſe, as was re⸗ 
quiſite, There was placed a hundzeth Hagbutters (being 
onelie the ponkers of Edinburgh, bꝛauelie apparelled) in 
oꝛder, betwirt the Pzinces vtter chamber doze, and the en⸗ 
_ to the Chappell Ropall, on both the ſides of the pal 

age. | 
Then the kinges Patieſfie with his Robles and Coun- 
cellozs attending on him, entered the chappell, and there 
fatdowne in bis ropall ſeat of Eſtate. 

All the Ambaſadozs like wiſe were fent fo2, and con- 
neied to the Pzinces chamber of pzeſence vhere the pzince 
was lying on his bed of Eſtate richlie decoꝛed, + w2ought 
with bzodered wozke, containing the ſtozie of Hercules and 
his trauels. 

This bed was ercced on aplatfo2me, vexie artificiallie, 
with a fotepace of th1fe degrees aſcending-vppe-vnto'lt ; 
The degrees being couered with tapeſtrie ail wzonght with 
golde, and a large cloth of Lawne, canering boch che bedde 
and the degrees which reached fozth a great ſpace —

Chen the olde Connteſſe of Mar, wich verie great reue⸗ 
rence paſt to the bedde, ſhee twke vppe the pꝛince, and de⸗ 
lineredhim to the Duke of Lenuox, who pꝛeſentlie rende- 
red bimlikewiſe to the ambaſſadoz of England, to be bozne 
to the chappell Royall, 

The maiſter of the Ceremonies , addzeſſing and pꝛepa- 
ring himſelle to a table in the ſaid chamber, curioullie oꝛ⸗ 
dered, thereon food thoſe oꝛnamentes of honour, which 
were tobe boꝛne to the Chappell befoze the pꝛince, with due 
reuerence deliuered them to certeine Noble men, acco2- 
ding to the oꝛder appointed by his Pate ſtie foz the bearing 
thereof, 

JAnlike manner, che Pꝛinces Robe ropall, bceing of 
purple veluet, verie richlie ſet with pearle, was delluered 
to the Duke of Lennox, tho put the ſame about the pꝛince: 
the traine vhercof., was boꝛne vppe by the Lozde Sinclair, 
and the Lozd Vrquhart. Then they remoued —— 
to the vtter chamber, vhere there was a faire high Pale 
made foureſquare, of Crimoſon velnet attending: vhich 
was laide on wich rich paſments, and fringed with golde. 
This pale was ſuſtained by foure Moꝛſhipfull Barons, 
Che Lozd of Bacleugh, the Cunſtable of Dundie, Sir Ro- 
bert Ker of Cesfurd knight, and the Loꝛd of Traquhair. Un⸗ 
der the vhich pale were the ambaCadozs of England, Ro- 
bert Earle of Suſſex, carping the pꝛince in his armes, and 
maiſter Robert Bowes, ozdinarie ambaſſadoz fo2 England, 
aſſiſting him. Next to them, was the Duke of Lennox. 
About the pale, were the ambaſſadoꝛs of Denmarke, Mag- 
delburgh, Brunſwicke, and the Eſtates. Mere foliowed. the 
olde Counteſſe of Mar, miſtreſſe Bowes, diners Ladies of 
Honoꝛ, with the miſtreſe Purſe, 

Then the trumpettes ſounding melodioullie before 
the Pꝛince and his connote, went fozwarde. Lyon king of 


Ames, and the Perauldes his bzethzen with their Coate- 
B 2 ar moss,

Next followed the Pꝛintes honoꝛs, boꝛne by theſe o⸗ 
ble men: Zhe Loꝛde Sempill carrieng a Lauar of water, 
The Loꝛd Seton, a faire Baſen: e Loꝛde Leuingſton a tos 
well, and the Lord Home a low Crowne competent fo2 a 
Duke, richlic ſet with Diamonds, Daphires, Rubies and 
Emcraulds : ſcho appꝛoching neere the Pulpit, nhere theſe 
Honoꝛs were recctued from them, by the maiſter of the 
Ceremonies, and by him placed on the Table befoꝛe the 
pulpit: the Noble men retiring backe to their appointed 
places. 

Laſtlie, the Pale was carried in befoꝛe the pulpit, ſchere 
the ambaſſadoꝛ of England rendered the Pzince to the D. 
of Lennox, tho immedlatlie de liuered him to the old coun⸗ 
teſſe of Mar, and ſhe conſequentlie to the miſfreſſe Nurſe, 
And all the Ambaſſadoꝛs were then ſet in ſuch oꝛder of pla⸗ 
ces, as the demonſtration of their Armoꝛies gaue notice. 

Without the partition, were oꝛnate fourmcs, all coue⸗ 
red with greene, where vpon were placed the Gentlemen 
of England, Denmarke, Almaine, Flanders, and Scotland. And 
as all men were thus competentlie placed, and vniuerſall 
ſilenc e made, entered maiſter Patrik Galloway, one of his 
Maieſties oꝛdinarie pꝛeachers into the pulpit, vho learned 
lie and godlie entreated vpon the tert of the 21 of Gene- 
Gs. TUhich being done, the Biſhop of Aberdene,ffod vppe 
in his ſeat, and taught vpon the Sacrament of Baptiſm, 
firſt in the vulgar tongue, and next in the Lat in, to the end 
all men might generallie vnderſtande. This doone, the 
Pꝛouoſt and Pꝛebendes of the Chappell ropall, did ſing 
the 21. pſalme of Dauid, accoꝛding to the art of Puſicque, 
to the great deled ation of che Noble auditoꝛie. 

Then they pꝛocceded to the action. The king aroſe, and 
came towards the pulpit. The Ambaſladoꝛs followed in 
their oꝛder. The Barons that carried the pale abone the 
Pꝛince, moucd towards the pulpit: he Duke of Lennox, 
recetued the Pꝛince from the Counteſſe of Mar, and delt- 
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uered him to the hands of the Earle of Suſſex, ambaſſadsz 
foꝛ England: Where he was named by all their conſents, 
FREDERIK HENRY, HENRY FREDERIK, and ſo 
baptized, In the name of the Father, Sonne, and Holie 
Ghoſt, by the ſald names. 

This being done, Lyon king of Armes, wich a loud voice, 
repoꝛtes theſe names thꝛiſe ouer: and chen after him, the 
reſt of his bꝛethꝛen Heraulds, with trumpetes ſounding, 
confirmed the ſame. 

Then the kings Paieſtie, ambaſſadoꝛs, and all remo- 
uing to thc ir places: the Engliſh ambaſſadoꝛ alone, witch 
dꝛa wing himſelfe on the one ſide was met and attended on 
by two gromes, iho humblie on their kues, the one pze- 
ſenting a large rich Baſen, the other a ſuteable K auer, re- 
pleat wich wert water, uber with the ambaſſado2 waſhed: 
a Gentleman Sewer witch humble reuerence, pꝛeſenting 
him a faire to well, dcherewith he dꝛied his handes, and fo 
fozthwith returned to his place. 

This being done, the Biſhop aſcended to the pulpite, 
here, after that he had deliuered in verſe, a certain pzaiſe 
and commendatton of the Pꝛinee, then hee conuerted the 
roſt of his Latine Oꝛation in pꝛoſe to the ambaſſadazs, 
euerie one in particular, beginning at the ambaſſadoz2 of 
England, and ſo continuing with the ref: Wherin he made 
mention of the Chꝛonologie of each of theſe pzinces : and 
recited the pzoxrimity and neereneſſe of bloud, chat thep had 
wich Scotland. Concluding his D:ation,with erhoztation 
and thankeſgiuing to God foz that good occaſion,and p:of- 
perons aſſemblie. 

In concluſion, the bleNing being giuen, Lyon king of 
arines, cried with a lowd voice, God ſaue FREDERIK 
HENRY, and HENRY FREDERIK, by the Grace of 
God, Prince of Scotland, The reſt of the heraulds, pꝛocla- 
med the ſame at an open windowe of the Chappell ropall, 
with ſound of trumpet. 

Then the king, the pzince, the amballa doꝛs, che Nobles, 
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end Ladies of Yonoz,retized fozth of the Chappell, in ſuch 
oꝛder as they entered, and repatred towards the Kings 
Hall, During their paſſage , che Cannons of the Caffell, 
roared,that ther wich the earth trembled,and other (ſmaller 
ſhot made their har monie after their kind, 
In che Kings hall, the Duke of Lennox rrceaued the 
Pꝛince from the Ambaſſadour of England, and p:eſented 
him to the Kinges moſt Kopall Paueſtie, rho addubbed 
him knight. He was touched with the ſpur by the Carle of 
Mar, Tþerafter the Kings Paieſtie pꝛeſented a Ducall 
crowne on his head, and then was pꝛoclaimed by Lyon 
Ling of Armes, The right Excellent, High, and Magnanime, 
FREDERIK HENRIE, HENRIE FREDERIK, 
by the grace of God, Kni ht & Barron of Rexfiew: Lord of the 
Ties, Earle of Carrike, "Duke of Reſay,Prince and great Steward 
of Scotland. 

Theſe wo2ds were repeated by the heraulds with a loud 
voice, at an open window of the Hall. 

Then the Pꝛince was carried by the Ambaſſado2 of En- 
gland:,to his owne Chamber of pzeſence : where, the|moſt 
rich, and rare pzop:nes were there pꝛeſented. 

Alſo there were certain Barons and Gentlemen addub 
bed knights, vhoſe names do follow in oꝛder as they were 


pꝛoclaimed. And firſt their oath, 
The Oath of a kinght.

pꝛeſent.

This delicate banket beeing oꝛdered with great aboun⸗ 
dance, the king, Queene, and Ambaſſadozs, were placed | 
all at one table, being fozmed of th;& parts after aGeome | 
tricall figure, in ſuch lozt, that euerie one might haue a ful 
ſight of the other. — 

The king and Nncenes maieſties, were placed in the 
midſt of the table, and on the kings right hand were ſct the 
Engliſh ambaſſadozs, the Earle of Suſſex, and maiſter Ro- 
bert Bowes, next them ſat. the ambaſſadoz from the Duke 
4 =_ and the ambaſſadoz from the Duke of Mag-

thetr ſeats, was left a god ſpace, 

On the Eaſt and weſt ſide of the Hall, was placed two 
ver ie long Tables, where were ſet certain noble men, L a- 
dies of honour, and councellers of Scotland, and wich them 
the noble men and gentil men of England, Denmarke, Al- 
maine and Flanders , And betwert-enerie noble man any 
gentil-man ſtranger , was placed a Ladte of honour, o: 
genti! woman. 

Now, being thus in a verie honourable aw comlp oꝛder 
ſet, and after a vhile, hauing well relreched chemlelues with 
the firs ſeruice,vhich was dery ſarmpteons, there tame in- 
to the ſight of them all, a Black- moore, dzawing (as it ſee⸗ 
med to the bcholders)a triumphall Chariot (and befoze it, 
the melodions noiſe of trumpets and howbotes) ſchich Cha- 
riot entered the hall, the motton of the whole frame (which 
was twelue fote long, and ſeuen fot bzoad) was ſo artifict- 
all within it ſelfe,that it appeared to be dzawen in, onely 
by the ſfrength of a Moore, hich was verte richlie attired, 
bis traces were great chaines of pure gold. 

Upon this Chariot, was finely and artificiallie deniſed, 
a ſumpteons couered table, decked wich all ſoztes of exqui- 
ſite delicates and daintes.,of pat tiſſerie, frutageis, and con- 
fedions. 

About the table, were placed ſix gallent dames, do repꝛe 
ſented a ſilent comedie, thꝛe of them clothed in Argentine 
Satten, and thꝛæ in crimſon Satten : all theſe ſir gar- 
ments, we re enrched with Togue and tinſall,of pure gold 
and ſiluer, euerie one of them haning a crowne oꝛ garland 
on their heades, verie richlie decked with Fethers, pearles 
and ie wels vpon their loſe haire, in Antica forma, 

Jurthe fir front ſtod dame Ceres, with a ſickle in her 

right hand, and ahandfull of cone in s ofher , and vpon 

the outmoſt part of her thigh, was written this ſentence, 

Fundent vberes omnia Camps, hich is to ſafe , the plenteous 

Flelds thall affoo2d ail things. 

Ouer again Ceres, dad Fæcunditie, with —

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of Chilſbolls, which vader an vierogliphik ſence, repꝛeſen. 
tech bzodines with this deutſe, Felix prole dum, id cy the 
ohe rüde of her habit, C reſcant is mille. The firſt (mpo3tind 
that this cuntrie is bleed by che hilde of the goddes, and 
tbe ſecond, alluding to the Bing and quenes maieſties, 
that their generations may grow into thouſands, + **: 

Next on the other ſide, was placed Faith , haning in her 
hands a Baſen, and in the ſamc two hands iopned together 
with this ſentence, Boria/umna coniugti, The foxtrefſe and 
nurſe of a bleſſed marjage. 

Ouer againſt Faith, lad Concorde, with a golden taſſe 
in her leſt hand, and the hoꝛn of aboundance in her right 
hand with this ſentence, Pleno beant te numina Sinu. The he- 
uenlie powers do bleſle thee with a full boſome. 

The next place was occupied by Liberalitie, ho hauing 
in her right hand two Crownes, and in her let, two ſcep- 
ters, wich this deuiſe He comite plura quam dabis accipier. 
That is to ſaie, hauing me thie folower, thou thalt reciene 
moꝛe than thou ſhalt giue. 

And the laſt was Perſeuerance, hauing in her right hand 
a taffe,and on her left ſhaulder en Anchoꝛ wich this deniſe 
Nec dubiæ res mutabunt nec ſccundæ, Neither donbtfull,noz 
mo2e pꝛoſperous things ſy:.i! change pour ſtate. 

This Chariot vhich chould haue bene d2zawne in by a 
Lion but becauſe his pꝛeſence might haue bzonght ſome 
feare to the neereſt 02 hat the ſight of the lights t toꝛches 
might haue commoued his tamenes) it was thought meet 
that che Mooreſhould ſupplie that rome: And lo he in out 
warde ſhewe, pꝛeaſſed to pzaw that foꝛ ward, which by a ſe- 
cret conuoy, was bzonght to the Pꝛinces Cable, and the 
whole deſert, was deliucerd by Ceres, Foecunditie, Faith, 
Concord, Liberalitic md Perſeuerance, to the Carles, Ads 
and Barrons that were Sewers. 

Pꝛeſentlie after the returning of the Charriot, entered 
amoſt ſuwptcons,artificial!,and welp:opoztioned Shipps 
ſhe „— her del bas 18. lot and her „ 
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ſtom her botome to her higheff flagge was 40.fofe:the ſca 
ſhee ſtode vpon, was 24. fote long, with bꝛedch tonueniend 
her motion was fo artiffciaily deuiſed wthiin her ſelfe, that 
non could perceiue that bꝛought her in. The ſea vnder her, 
was liuelp count erfeit, wich all coulours:on her foꝛeſterne 
was placed Neptunus, hauing in his hand dis Trident, and 
on his head a crowne, his appatel was all of Indian tidth 
of ſiluer and ſilke, ahich bar? chis 2 
reduxi, Mich in ſence impoꝛtech, that as hy. lopned dem, o 
be reduced their Paie ties. 
Then Thetis with her mace,goddedect weſea wach cher de 
tile Nun, abero & turum ſemper te littorr ſgtam tchich ſig 
nifjeth,that by her pꝛeſence, ſhe alwates ſhall be caretull to 
b:zing them into a ſafe ſhoze and harbozow. 
en Triton wich his wilke trumpet, was nert to her 
with this deuiſe, Velis,votis ventis. by lailes, vp vowes, by 
windes, 

Round about the Ship were all ths marine pedple,as 
Syrenes,(aboue the middle as wemen.,and under ks fiſhes) 
and ſheſe mere Parthenope, Ligta, an Leucoſia, ho atcom⸗ 
mo dating their geſtures to the voirxof pmaſitions, repea 
ted ſhis verſe, vu crit nobis cant anaus ſemper in orbe· Arid alt 
the fame was decozed wih the riches of the ſeas, as pearls 
cenels denen mettalls, very rare and excellent. 
bulhe ot this Ship was painted, anv her 
oa eries aberevpon jade the moſt: of the-banket in 
hꝛiſtalline glaſe,gilt wich gold 4 Azure. er mats were 
red, her takling and coꝛdage, was filk of the ſame conlour, 
with golden pulleis. Ber oꝛdenance was; 6. perces of bꝛaſ 
biauelie mounted, and her anchoꝛs fuer gyit. An her ſails 
were double of white taffata.And in her foꝛe ſaile a Ship 
tompas, regarding the No2th Starre, wich this ſentence, 
, Omnaſcunq ue per vndat. Which is to ſate, though ich atſoeuer 
ſeas,oz waues, the Kings Mateſtie intendeth his conrſe, 
and pzoiect in this 3 of ante arriſing what ſdeuer act 
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tion, Neptune as God of the Sea, ſhall be fanourable to 
his pzoceedmngs, 

On the matne ſatle, was painted the Armoꝛies of Scot- 
land and Denmarke, with this deuice, competent in the per⸗ 
ſon of the pꝛince of Scotland. Er que diniſa beatos eſſciunt, 
collefta temes That is to lay, Bebo (D pzince) what dooth 
make theſe kingdomes ſeuerallie bleſled iointlite(O pꝛince 
of hape) thou holdes and haſt together. 

Her tops were all armed with taffatacs of his maieffieg 
colours, Gold and Geules: and all her flagges and irea- 
mers futeable to the ſame. 

Mer marriners were in number fire, appareted all in 
<angeable Spaniſh taffataes, and her Pilote in cloch of 
golde, he alone ood at the delme, aho onlie moucd and 
gouerned the ahole frame, both the chippe and her burden, 
ver ie artificiallte. 

The muſitians within the ſame, were tourtæne, al ap. 
parelled in Taffataes of his maiefttes colours, beſides 
Arion wich his harpe. 
Being thus pzepared, at the formo of trumpets, che ap⸗ 
pꝛoched, and at the nert ſound:of Tricons with trumpet, to- 
gether with the Maiſters whiſtle, ſhe made ſale till he cam 
to the table, diſcharging the ozdinance in her Sterne by 
the wate ; Bat becauſe this deniſe carried ſome mozall 
meaning with it, it ſhall not bee impertinent to this pur- 
poſe, to diſcouex that is meant and pꝛopined thereby. 

The kinges Maieſtie, hauing vndertaken in ſac a del⸗ 
perate time, to ſaile to Norway, and like a newe laſon, to 
b:ing bis Queene our gratious Ladie to this kingoome, 
being detained and ſtopped by the conſpiracies of Witches 
and ſuch deuillich dꝛagons, thought it verie mat, to follow 
fozth this his owne inuention, that as Neptunus {ſpeaking 
poeticallie, and by ſach fictſons, as the like — and 
actions are accuſtomed to bee decozed withall) iopned the 
king to the Qneene. 

So after this contunction, he bzought their Paieſties as 
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happitie bifher : n nowe at this heobiefled-volludtds; bo 
batng ſuch things an tho Sea affoofdy, to decobe this test 
uall time withall : bi immedtatite were delluere d l 
the Sewers fo:thof the Galleries or this chippe; vm of 
Chaſtalline glaſſe, ver ie curisuſtte painted with Gold and 
Azare, all ſoztes of Fiſhes: as Hermmgs, $9, flokes 
Dyſters, Buckies, Lampets,Partans,Lapſtars, Trabs, 
Spont fiſh, Clammes : with other infinit things made of 
ſugar, and molt viuelte repꝛeſented in their owne ſhape, 
And vhiles the ſhip was vnloding : Arion ſitting vpon the 
Gallepnoſe, which teſe mud che ume of Dolphin Aſh, 
plated vpon bis Harpe : Then degan her muſiek in greene 
holine howboyes in fine parts. After that. folowed Uſols 
with voices in platine counterp0 
Hexameter verſes. SEL

So this Enterinde dꝛawing nere fo an end, in the v 
laſfconrſes, was dilconered this ſentence likewiſe, 5 
miſſus adordt Occeanns , fercing Hat the Otean Sea, by 
C 3 offering 
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Hfering the Hopes of: ber treaſute, te adeaed andchu⸗ 
noured the ſitters; And ichen in — all the banquet 
was done, after chankes being ginen, there was ſung with 
moſt delicate dulce voices, and ſweet harmonie in ſeauen 
parts, the 128. plalme;with 1.4; voices. And that beeing 
done; at the ound of Trions with trumpet, and the pilotes 
vhiftle , ſhe waied ancho2, made ſaile, and wich noiſe of 
bowbopes and trumpets retpꝛed, and then diſcharged the 
reſt of her oꝛdinance, to the great admiration of the behol⸗ 
ders. 

After all which pallime and ſpoꝛt, wich merrie and ſoy⸗ 

full repaſt, the king and Murnes Paieſties, after other of 
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fices of honour and reſpec, the place being pꝛepared fo2 the 


Reuels, and the perſons appointed. foz the ſame, diſchar- 
ging themſelucs ſafficientlic: Their Pajeſiies and ambal⸗ 
ſado2s, went to anocher hall, moſt richite and magnificent- 
lie hung with rich tapeſtrie, vhere fo2 the collation,a moſf 
rare,ſumptuons, and pꝛincelie deſart of Suger was pꝛe⸗ 
pared, vbtch being ended, after taking of leaue, and good- 
nights, they departed about th:e of the clocke in the mo2- 
ning, to their nights ref}. 

The daies enſuing, ſo long as leiſure might ſerue, was 
beſtowed by the Ambaſladoꝛs, in banketting of Noblemen 
and Gentlemen of their acquaintance, and the king in the 
meane time was ſollicite and carefull of hononrable and 
magnifike rewards to be beſtowed on either of them, nbich 
was alſo pꝛincelie perfoꝛmed to their great contentments, 

And as they were come to Edinburgh, they were al bans 
quetted at ſome time ſeuerallie, and at 'other times toge- 
ther, by diuers Noble men ot Scotland, with great honoꝛ: 
Laſt of all, one ambaſſado2 banketted another, foz com- 
memoꝛatlon of that ſoylult meeting and god ſucceſle. 

Then the king and Qucknes Paieſties came to Edin- 
burgh, chere they were inulted by the Ambaſſadogs of 
Denmarke, vntoa banket mithin their ſhippe, vhich tay at 
eee Fer. e was e, 
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of the Prince of Scotland. 
could not ente the Barbozow, 

The banket was verie ſumptnous, and the Ambaſſadozs 
ſo Jopous of their finall diſpatch, behaued themſelnes to 
their Paieſties on akindlie manner, accoꝛding ts the oꝛ⸗ 
dinarie cuſtome of their countrie, by pzopining of dzinke 
vnto them in name of their pzinces, which was louinglie 
accepted and requited: Jn commemqꝛation ubereof, the 
vhole Artillerie of that great vellen were ſhotte in great 
number. 

The ſhz& great Ships of the Eſtates, lying in the ſame 
roade ncere by, made coꝛreſpondence and reſonance to the 
r of fix ſcoꝛe great ſhotte, and thus concluded theyꝛ 

ien alle. 

Then the Caſtle of Edinburgh, foz perfoꝛmance of the 
kinges honour, as thep perceiued the ſhips to loſe, and to 
hoiſe vp ſale ; The Captain of the caſtle ſaluted euerie ſhip 
as they ſhewed themſelues in readineſſe by oꝛder, wich a 
number of great canon ſhot; And ſo Jconclude,
